It Is not unusual to see large audiences
gather in Trinity catliedral. Neither is it
unusunl to hear inspiring musio from its
well trained choir whose reputation for good
worle is more than local, but it s be ques-
tioned if the eathedral ever held o larger
auglonoee, or its choir ever sang more inspir-
fugly than on lost Sunday evening on the
oceasion of tho Harvest Homeo festival.

It wns & maguniticent audience and a mag-
nilicent service, and one that has occasionad
more favorable cemment than any ever vefore
Kiven thore.

The peopla gathered early and at 7:30
o'clock standing room was at a preminm, if
one may be pavdoned using a theatricol term
in this connection.” Hundreds were turnoed
away, unablo to got farthor thun the outer
door, so groat wias thoe crush that the choie
had wueh diflculty in marching o the pro-
cassion.

Tho programma3a was artistic in 1ts arrange-
moent, showing the master hand of Mrs, Cot-
ton, whose genius in this respoot is well
known. OFf the concorted numbers, what
greater varlety could be had than in  tuat
wonderful oroation of Rossin's *'The Inflam-
matus," followea by the lighter chorus,
“Praise Ye tho Father” (Gounod), and clos-
ing with “The Heavens arve Telling,' than
whilch a more inspiring chorus nas never
boen writton,

The “loflammatus’ woas notable for the
artistic rendition of the extremely high and
diMoult solo by Mrs, Cotton and the splendid
attacks wod perfoct phirasing of the chorus,
The oponing lines o1 the choras, *None else
can deliver us,” three times repeated, wore
sung with wonderful procision and foros,
